1. Thishill requires the Department of Corrections (DOC) to participate in a multi-agency planning group to
provide a continuum of service to children with serious emotiond disturbances. Theintent of the bill isto
provide arange of servicesto keep youth in the least restrictive placements necessary.

Currently, the DOC placement process attempts to use the least restrictive, least costly placement for

youth. The department also accesses mental hedlth funds where available. The department has dso
implemented a pilot program to attempt to use and develop community services where funds are available.
